_ ‘We. Had cocasion ‘not very loog ago to 
refer to Mex Muller's madifled statement at 

. the last Congréss’‘of Orientaliste, with ros- 
pect to the original locality from. which the 
Aryanscame, . Without pretending to assign. 
any partiouler spot aa the oradle of that rade; 
as he haddone at first, ho contented himeclf 
with“saying “Somewhere in Acie,’ and. no 
more. ‘This guarded statement. noma. to 
haye.-reotived unexpected’ support from 
another quarter. We refer to Mr J. 8, 
Stuart-Glennic’s redont article entitled 
‘Aryan Origine,’ in the: Conemporary Re+’ 
view. Tho article iteclf.is an attempt to 
support a new theory of tho origin ‘of 
Aryans, 0 not 
perhaps. matured into. o hypothesis; but 
which tho writer :thinks oan be -aup- 
ported fom differont’ and independent 
sources, These; howéver, ‘aro rather indi- 
cated then laid utider contribution. ” Yet 
tha discussion involves several points of 
striking faterest, which we shall’ endeavour 
briefly tolay before our -readers. The oim 
of the artole is more ambitious ‘than its 
dimensions warrant, for it professes to deal 
not only with the origia of the Aryan races 
and the loowlity of that origin, but with thb 
origin of civilisation itself, Our present 
concern, however, is with the two former, 
and only incidentally with tho qucstion of 
the earliest civilicntion. 

Briefly, then, Mr Stuart-Glennio's idea 
is that the civilisation of the Aryans was 
not original. but derivative : it was derived 
from thal of Egypt and Chaldea, in which 
countries the raling classos woro a white 
rage, the progenitors in civilisation of the 
later Aryans, That anciont white xaco, 
the wrier proposes to call Archaians, 
which ig perhaps as suitable a namo as any, 
for.it givea no information es to the poople 
in question, beyond the fact of their boing 
an ancient race. Tho proofs of this, he 
tolla ts, moy be found in * othnographical 
portraits,’ * ethnographical traditiona,’ and

Mediterrangan. It has erowhila beou called 
the Ruaso-German Sea, and in a skotch 
map of Europe which ia given io the Con- 
temporary, it is shown as having existed on 
the wast of the Uralian mountatos and the 
river Volga, and to have exteuded from the 
present Black Sea te tha northern boundary 
of Germany. While that sea existed—and 
its existences at a comparatively recent 
period ia paid to be strongly supported by 
the best geological opinion—it would prove 
an obstacle to any ancient tribes migrating 
aero it towards_fegivns whence they 
could descend upon|the lands watered by 
tho Euphrates and the Nilo.

whon that inland sea had been dried up. 
‘What was once {ts bed, became subsegzent- 
ly, by # great. upheaval, the eradle-land of 
the Argan race, who, originating from the 
Archaisn white stock, passed over to 
Europe from Asia. 


.As might be expected, Mr Stuart-Gleanie 
endesveurs to explain how such o vast 
inland sen came to be dried up. This 
he connecta with a Mesopotamian deluge 
spoken of in ‘tho great Obuldeun Bpic' 
of which sundry traditions (‘variants’) 
exiat in different lands, one of which 
is tho Biblical deluge! This is 
a bold speculation, and the writer himself 
admits its revolutionary character. The 
mere theory of the bed of what was once 
sea, becoming eventually dry land by great 
convulsions of nature, is not altogether 
either novel or original. It waa the well- 
kuown theory of Grenville Sharp in regurd
